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INTRODUCTORT NOTICE. 
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THIS Tolnme has been prepared especial! j for UniTersaliBt Sondaj schools 
and homes. It presents a larger nnmber of services than is usual in 
onr liturgies. Froyision is made for each Sunday in the year, with services 
applicable to festival and other special occasions. Brevity has been con- 
salted, but not at the expense of the great purpose of a liturgy : a help to 
deyotion and spiritual training. We have attempted to utilize, for benefit to 
children, as many devotional psalms, with a few passages from the prophets, 
as we well could within the limit of a year ; and also to produce, by way of 
Crospel lessons, a large number of scenes from the life of the Saviour. It 
was thought best not to distribute the Hymns throughout the Liturgy, but to 
gather them into a separate department. The Hymns suitable for the several 
services are indicated. 

In preparing the " Psalms " and " Gospels," we have felt free to select such 
portions, and to place them in such order, as seemed desirable for the purpose 
above set forth. We have not scrupled, when the occasion demanded, to sub- 
stitute for pronouns the nouns for which they stand, and sometimes have 
changed the person and number of verbs and their subjects, and sometimes the 
tenses; but in no case, we believe, is there a perversion of the original senti- 
5ient. The " Gospels " are made up from a ** Harmony," such particulars 
being taken from each ^vriter as it was supposed would make the narrative 
^ost clear. 

Only a few of the special services have the Order set forth in detail. The 
order recommended for common observance is as follows : — 

1. Singing, either of a Hymn, or, if convenient, from the singing-book 
used in addition to this Manual. If such a one is desired, we suggest " Songs 
of Joy," issued by the publishers of this volume. 

2. The Psalm, the leader using the paragraphs printed in Boman letters, 
the others responding with those printed in Italics. Minor pauses, better to 
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ensure reading in concert, are marked thus : ( | ). During this exercise let 
all stand. 

3. The Gospel, to be read by the leader. 

4. Prayer. Let all, standing, join by voice in this exercise throughout. 
If any prefer otherwise, let all say the Amen audibly. Let the Infant Class 
pronounce the Lord's Prayer immediately following. Minor pauses are 
marked, as before. Let voices be distinct but subdued. 

5. A Hymn : one of those assigned to the service in the Index. Let it 
always be a Hymn, that children may accustom themselves to devotional 
praise. 

6. Addresses: which may well be upon some topic connected with the 
exercises. 

7,, Lessons. ' 

8. Singing f or other General Exercise. The ** Winchester Profession" 
may oe repeated in concert, or the Commandments in response. They arc 
provided for such use. They may be employed at alternate services, or the 
Profession may be generally used, substituting the Commandments for one 
Sunday in the month. 

9. Benediction, or Ascription, for which several forms are set forth. 

We supplement the Services with a few forms for home use by very little 
children. 



In submitting these Services to the test of use we invoke the blessing of the 
Patheb of us all. May the spiiit of Jesus accompany them, and souls be 
blessed by them.

When 
necessary, the order of the services must be broken, that those appointed 
shall come upon the proper Sunday. 

If there should be 53 Sundays in the year, as in 1870, 1882, 1888, one of 
the services in October or November may be omitted ; if 52, as usual, ano 
No. LIV. is to be used, drop out one of those in October or November, and 
one in April or May, unlesg Children's Sunday and Whitsunday occur on the 
same day.

Living Water.

And many of the Samaritans of that city believed on him for the saying of 
the woman, which testified, "He told me all that ever I did." So when the 
Samaritans were come unto him, they besought him that he would tarry with 
them : and he abode there two days. And many more believed because of his 
own word; and said unto the woman, *' Now we believe, not because of thy 
saying : for we have heard him ourselves, and know that this is indeed the 
Christ, the Saviour of the world."

Works of Sealing. 

N the synagogue at Capemaum, where Jesus was, there was a man with 
an unclean spirit; and he cried out, saying, "Let us alone : what have we 
to do with thee, Jesus of Nazareth? Hast thou come to destroy us ? I know 
thee who thou .art ' — the Holy One of God." And Jesus rebuked him, saying, 
"Hold thy peace, and come out of him." And when the unclean spirit had 
torn him and cried out with a loud voice, he came out of him. 

And Jesus entered into Simon's house. And Simon's wife's mother was 
taken with a great fever ; and they besought him for her. And he stood over 
her, and rebuked the fever, and it left her ; and immediately she arose and 
ministered unto them. 

And Jesus went about all Galilee, teaching in their synagogues, and preach- 
ing the gospel of the kingdom, and healing all manner of sickness, and all 
manner of disease among the people, and his fame went throughout all Syria: 
and they brought unto him all sick people that were taken with divers diseases 
and torments, and those which were possessed with demons, and those which 
were lunatic, and those that had the palsy ; and he healed them. 

And there came a leper to Jesus, beseeching him, and saying, "Lokd, if 
thou wilt, thou canst make me clean." And Jesus, moved with compassion, 
put forth his hand, and touched him, saying, " I will: be thou clean." And 
immediately the leprosy departed from him. 

And at Capernaum they brought to Jesus a man sick of the palsy, lying on 
a bed. And when they could not come nigh to Jesus because of the multi- 
tude, they went upon the house-top, and let him down through the tiling with 
his couch, into the midst before Jesus. And he, seeing their faith, said unto 
the palsied man, " Son, be of good cheer; thy sins are forgiven thee." And 
behold, certain of the scribes said within themselves, " This man blasphemeth. 
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Who can forgive sins but God only? " But Jesus, perceiving their thoughts, 
said, " Wherefore think ye evil in your hearts? For which is easier? to say 
Thy sins be forgiven thee? or to say, Arise, and walk? But that ye may 
know that the Son of man hath power on earth to forgive sins — (he said 
unto the palsied man) — I say unto thee, Arise, take up thy bed, and go unto 
thy house." And he arose, took up the bed, and went forth before them all^ 
glorifying God.

Again : ** The kingdom of Heaven is like a grain of mustard seed, which a 
man took, and sowed in his field : which indeed is the least of all seeds ; but 
when it is grown, it is the greatest among herbs, and becometh a tree, so that 
the birds of the air come and lodge in the branches thereof." 

Again : *' The kingdom of Heaven is like unto leaven, which a woman took, 
and hid in three measures of meal, till the whole was leavened." 

Again: "The kingdom of Heaven is like unto treasure hid in a field; the 
which when a man hath found, ho hideth, and for joy thereof goeth and selleth 
all that he hath, and buyeth tliat field." 

Again: '*Tho kingdom of Heaven is like unto a merchantman seeking 
goodly pearls : who, when he had found one pearl of great price, went and 
sold all that he had, and bought it."

And his disciples came and besought him, saying, *' Send her 
away; for she crieth after us." Then said she, ^'Lobd, help me." But 
Jesus said unto her, ''Let the children first be filled: for it is not meet to 
take the children's bread, and to cast it unto the dogs." And she answered 
and said to him, ''Truth, Lord: yet the dogs eat of the crumbs which fall 
from their master's table." Then Jesus answered and said unto her, "O 
woman, great is thy faith : be it unto thee even as thou wilt." And when she 
was come to her house, she found the demon gone out, and her daughter laid 
upon the bed. 

And again, departing f^om the coasts of Tyre and Sidon, he came unto the 
sea of Galilee. And they bring unto him one that was deaf, and had an im- 
pediment in his speech ; and they beseech Jesus to put his hand upon him. 
And he took him aside from the multitude, and put his fingers into his ears, 
and he spit, and touched his tongue : and looking up to heaven, he sighed, and 
saith unto him, "Be opened." And straightway his cars were opened; and 
his tongue was loosed, and he spake plain. 
* And great multitudes came unto him, having with them lame, blind, dumb, 
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maimed, and many other persons, and cast them down at Jesus' feet, and he 
healed them ; insomuch that the multitude wondered, when they saw the dumb 
to speak, the maimed to be whole, the lame to walk, and the blind to see ; and 
they glorified the God of Israel. 

And Jesus comcth to Bethsaida ; and they bring a blind man unto him, And 
besought him to touch him. And he took the blind man by the hand, and l^d 
him out of the town ; and when he bad spit on his eyes, and put his hands 
upon him, he asked him if he saw aught. And he looked up, and said, " I see 
men as trees walking." After that, he put his hands again upon bis eyes, and 
made him look up : and he was restored, an[d saw erery man clearly.

BUT a short time before his death, Jesus said, << Now is the judgment of 
this world : now shall the prince of this world be cast out. And I, if 
I be lifted up from the earth, will draw all men unto me. . . I came not to 
judge the world, but to save the world." 

Isaiah, in the ancient time, declared : *•'' The Lord of Hosts shall make unto 
all people a feast ; and he will destroy the face of the covering cast over all 
people, and the vail that is spread over all nations. He will swallow up 
death in victory ; and the Lord God will wipe away tears from off all faces ; 
and the rebuke of His people shall he take away from off all the earth : for 
the Lord hath spoken it.'* 

The apostle Paul wrote to the Corinthians : ** This corruptible must put on 
incorruption, and this mortal must put on immortality. So when this cor- 
ruptible shall have put on incorruption, and ^is mortal shall have put on

To the Pliilippians he wrote : " God also hath highly exalted Jesus, and 
given him a name which is above every name : that at the name of Jesus 
every knee should bow, of things in heaven, and things in earth, and things 
under the earth, and that every tongue should confess that Jesus Christ is 
Lord, to the glory of God the Father." 

The beloved disciple, John, in the isle of Patmos, heard a great voice out 
of heaven, saying, ** Behold, the tabernacle of God is with men, and He will 
dwell with them, and they shall be His people, and God Himself shall be with 
them, their God. And God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes ; and 
there shall be no more death, neither sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there 
be any more pain : for the former things are passed away."
